New York, Aug. 17—P. u. 

The Gold market was firmer toward the close; 
sales were made at 112... The advance was par- 
tially based on reports of lower prices for bonds 
in Europe. There were exceptional transactions 
at 112%. Loans were made at from 1-64 to 1-16 
of 1% cent. for use, It is reported that the 
clique to-morrow intend to effect a squeeze and 
make cash gold rens more than for a long time 
past. 
The gold clearances to-day, at the 
change Bank, were $33,000,000. 
The amount of gold bid for at the Treasury to- 
day was $1,636,900, at from 111 55-100 to 112 40-100, 
The Government bond market has been strong 
and higher in sympathy with gold. The sub- 
scriptions for bonds forwarded to Washington 
to-day amount to $550,000. 
The Stock market opened active and strong, 
and with increased business. Pacific Mail and 
Northwestern were the features. With the ex- 
ception of these stocks, the market was dull but 
steady. The principal dealings have been in 
Western Union, Union Pacific and Erie. Ex- 
press stocks have been strong on small transac- 
tions. The speculative interest centered al- 
most exclusively in Pacific Mail. The dealings 
in stock were enormous and aggregated from 
75,000 to 100,000 shares, and the extremes of the 
day were 53% and 52%, and with the bulls the 
business was at 51@52. At one time during the 
day there was a great pressure to sell and 33,000 
shares changed hands within 15 minutes and 
within the narrow fluctuation of „ cent., or 
say from 514% to 50%. The bulls predict a ma- 
terial advanced next week, when the big opera- 
tors return from the races.

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The Drill-masters. 

There was no poiiion of the brilliant 
and elaborate speech delivered by CARL 
Schunz at Chicazo last Saturday that 
struck a more sensitive chord in the popu- 
lar breast than his plea for political toler- 
ance and his protest against partisan ex- 
clusiveness. The people of this country 
are sick of cruel and brainless dogmatisin. 
There are thousands of honest men of both 
political organizations that feel that the 
Government could get on very well with a 
less exalted standard of partisan ortho- 
doxy than that raised up by the zealots of 
either side, who move only by extremes 
and seem to exist in a perpetual electric 
current. 

Wherever a party bas a majority, and is 

of consequence seated in power, it begins 
to dogmatize. Its dogmatism of course 
takes the shape of repression, and, if this 
fail, of proscription. Freedom of thought 
and action is to be abridged. The drill- 
masters ordain it and the word goes forth. 
If this is resisted the command follows 
quick upon the word, off with his head. 
Sometimes, as in the case of a bold and 
able man like Cari Schurz, the head 
sticks obdurately to the body and refuses 
to roll into the waste-basket provided to 
receive it. The drill- masters then put their 
fingers in their eyes and try some other 
plan. 
In Kentucky the Democratic majority is 
great and secure. The people of Kentucky 
have been outraged by the Republican 
party. There is a deep and permanent 
sense of wrong in the popular mind and 
heart, and it expresses itself on every pos- 
sible occasion in defiance of the men and 
measures that have oppressedit. We have 
our drili-masters too, and these are active 
enough. Two years ago they tried to put 
us through a course of disciplinary 
sprouts. Then it was negro testimony. 
They read us out of the Democratic party 
over and over again because we were for 
negro testimony. They read us out and 
kicked us out, allowing us the benefit 
neither of shrift nor clergy, but giving us 
plenty of damnation as we rolled and tum- 
bled down the steep incline of ecumenical 
orthodoxy. But things took a turn. The 
ground raised itself up and rolled us back. 
The drill- masters saw this miracle, and, 
like the gentle beast in the st yry, they re- 
lented. Next the white man's party came 
along, and the order went forth from 
Frankfort to fall in.” But that was a 
ehort-lived failure; end, though we were a 
second time read out of the party on its 
account, we a second time survived. The 
drill-masters are now trying their third, 
and in our opinion their last, effort to pre- 
cerve their much-abused dignity and power. 
Beaten on negro testimony, beaten on the 
white-man’s-party dodge, they cling to the 
amendments as their final hope. It has 
gone forth that fhe Cournrer-JouRNnaL is 
again rebellious, and the fiat issues, ‘‘Off 
with his head 

This time the little heroes have got into 
water that is too deep for them. Negro 
testimony was purely a State and chiefly a 
legal question. The white man’s party 
never rose fnirly into the porportions of 
an issue. The amendments, however, 
form the basis of current national polit- 
ical agitation, and Kentucky can not dis- 
cuss them on any isolated basis or act on 
them by herself alone. Everywhere the 
Democratic paicy is taking the position 
which we have maintained from the first, 
and in reading us out of fellowship 
with them tbe local drill- masters 
are really detaching themselves 
from all National Democratic 


fellowship. Things are thus coming to a 
point which they cannot escape. The is. 
sue is square and open. Shall we accept | 


or reject the amendments? We say, ac 
cept them. The drill-masters at Frankfort 


say, reject them. Now, what does, what man with sucha name as that, and never 


will, the National Democratic organiza- 
tion say? On this depends our orthodoxy 
and the orthodoxy of the drill-masters. If 
the National Democracy goes with us, 
where are the drill masters? And, if it 
goes with them, why, where is the Count 
ER-JOURNAL? There is not much room to 
get out of this close conjunction. Maine, 
California, Iowa, Ohio, Pennsylvania, have 
already spoken and for the new depart- 
ure.” We shall wait for other States 
which will presently assemble in 
Democratic convention. Then, final 
ly, the National Convention will ex- 
press itself, and its decision will 
be the supreme verdict. We propose to 


abide it. How about the drill-masters? — 


What will they do? Will they go or will 
they stay and take back seats? There 
must be some penalty for mistakes and er- 


rors in conduct and counsel, particularly it 
these have been pursued intolerantly.

France and Italy. 

The cable dispatch reporting the grand 
debate on the Roman question in the 
French National has given us 
but a very imperfect idea of that stormy 
session. The regular repért shows that it 
was one of the stormiest scenes that ever 
took place in that impressible house, and 
gives us besides a tolerably correct idea of 
the standing of the different parties in the 
Assembly. The question arese on a mo- 
tion to refer a petition of French Bishops 
and other prelates in regard to the restora- 


| tion of the Holy See to temporal power 


with the approval of the National Assem- 

bly to the Minister of Foreign Affairs. 

This motion, almost equivalent to a decla- 
ration of war to Italy, provoked a perfect 
storm among the partisans and opponents 
ef the temporal power of the Pope, from 
which it appeared that the former, almost 
altogether the monarchical and conserva- 
tive members, or, as they are called in 
France, the right and the right center, 
are decidedly in the majority. If the 
condition of France were not quite 
so wretched and deplorable at present, 
there is no doubt that the conservatives 
would have ridden rough shod over the 
left and left center, the Republicans and 
Liberals, and declared war at once, but 
under the circumstances calmer counsels 
prevailed. In the favorable report of the 
committee recommending the acceptance of 
the petition we see the same meddling and 
arrogant spirit displayed which heretofore 
has dragged France into innumerable quix- 
otic expeditions, to the detriment of her 
own people, which have finally called down 
the most terrible disasters on France. It 
is precisely the same spirit which provoked 
the expeditions to Italy in 1859, to Rome, 
to Mexico, to Syria, to Cochin China, and 
finally the disastrous war with Germany. 
Fortunately for France, which was on the 
brink of being dragged into another hope- 
leas crusade, pour le triomphe d'une idee,” 
a man was at the head of the government 
who, without entirely joining the Radicals, 
still had the courage to oppose the insane 
demands of the ultramontanes with calm 
words of reason and thus to avoid the 
threatened danger. Anolrn Tuns, the 
veteran statesman, during his whole brill- 
iant career, never showed himself in a 
more dazzling manner than in this excited 
debate. He implored the Conservatives to 
consider the wretched condition of their 
poor country, which needed rest first of 
all things. Their finances in a disordered 
state, their army disorganized, the alien 
armies still on their soil, how could they 
undertake a conflict with Italy, of whose 
advantageous situation he drew a most 
drastic picture. 

Russia, he said, almost flatters Italy, 
on account of the difficulties with the 
clergy of Poland, and England has always 
sympathized with her. Austria, under the 
inspiration of the sagacious and able S ates- 
man who governs her, Count Von Bevust, 
alfhough the greatness of Italy has, as it 
were, been erected on countries torn from 
her empire, confines herself to saying that 
the provinces she had lost had always been 
a burden to her; and, as she recognizes the 
impossibility to wrest them again from 
Italy, has concluded to live on terms 
of friendship with her neighbor. Prussia 
on her part, but lately closely allied to 
Italy, seeks to cut a passage through the 
Alps in order to approach that nation still 
closer, And as to Spain, you know she 
has only recently received a King from the 
hands of Italy.“ 

He then asked them whether France 
alone should act in a hostile manner when 
all Europe befriends the Italian govern- 
ment. He beseeched th Ceonservatives to 
have implicit confidence in the govern- 
ment, which would do all in its power to 
serve the Pope without engaging in actual 
conflict. He admitted that the unification 
of Italy was most pernicious and danger- 
ous for France, but it had been. created by 
a fermer government of France itself (Na- 
POLEON IIL), who in incomprehensible 
blindness overturned the European balance 
of power and established in its stead the 
principle of nationalities, not seeing that 
the unification of Italy necessarily 
brought about the unification of 
Germany, and, instead of a large 
number of smaller States, created two 
formidable empires on the very borders of 
France. But they were accomplished 
facts, and it would be endless folly to at 
tempt to oppose them madly. 

This speech had the desired effect, and 
all »arties expressed their approbation in a 
most tumultuous manner, the radical Re- 
publicans insisting on a vote of absolute 
confidence for Tumns and the rejection of 
the report of the committee on the petition, 
and the Conservatives demanding that the 
report be referred to the Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, but expressing their complete 
approval of the sentiments expressed by 
the President. After a good deal of skirm- 
ishing the latter motion prevailed, the Con- 
servatives showing themselves in the pro- 
portion of four to three of the Liberals. 

The whole result of the debate was the 
promise of Turers to use all his influence 
toward improving the.condition of the 
Holy Father without actually coming to 
blows—much sympathy but no fight. 
This will hardly do much good to the 
Pope, as we do not believe that Italy will 
pay much attention to the remonstrances 
of France, unbacked as they are by the ar- 


guments of several hundred thousands of 
bayonets.

CRAB ORCHARD. 


The Old-Time Kentucky Watering- 
Place Under its New 
Management. 


Particulars of the Races. 


[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal | 
CraB ORCHARD Sprines, Kr., Aug. 16. 

Crab Orchard Springs are well enough 
known to need no extended description, aud 
cer.ainly no puffery. Dur ug many years past 
thicr waters have given strength to invalids to 
whom other springs have been of no arail, 
and under good management the place has 
evcry claim to be éons‘dered the Saratoga of 
the West,“ albeit that ditle has been claimed 
by adozen ocher resorts until it has become 
something of a by-werd, and the quotation- § 
marks smack of a sucer. But Crab Orchard 
has been too much frequented to need a fur- 
ther introduction, and there only remains to 
be givena description of the improvements 
which haye been made this season and some 
reference to the guests now here. 

Last summer the resort, for some reason, 
fell into disfavor, and the ancient habitues of 
the place seem to have been chary of returniag 
this year. Besides, some time during the 
spring past the large hotel burned“ dowa, 
and it was hardly to be expected that in the 
few wecks before the scason opened another 
building could be erected in its place. Lasi 
April, however, the proper.y was put up at 
auction and purchased by Col. Isaac Shelby, 
Jr., of this (Lincolu) county, for 820.000. The 

ork on a new hotel was immediately eom- 
mented and pushed to 4 rapid completion, so 
that it was thrown open for the reception of 
Zuests the th of June, and the springs are 
now in full operation. Col. Shelby expended 
on the new building and its appointments 
over 815,000, and is now burning brick to 
commence immediately a large and handsome 
brick building, to contain over two hundred 
and fifty rooms, to be heated by steam aud 
lichted with gas. This building is to front 
the present lawn 148 feet, with two L's, 161 
feet in depth cach. This building will be used 
as a female school during the scholastic year, 
and as a hotel during the summer scason. 
This is a novel idea, but none the 
less a good one, and has many features 
to recommend it. It is proposed to draw 
most of its patronage from the South; South- 
erm parents may send their children here, and 
may join them at their examinations, many of 
them probably to remain through the rest of 
the s ason. The children will be boarded 
during the season at the same rates as while 
at school. This school will commence with 
the beginning of the scholastic year, the 2th 
of September, 1872, and, we learn, with every 
prospect of success. 

THE NEW MANAGEMENT 
of this resort has proved an eminent success. 
Col. Shelby isa very well-known gentleman 
of this section and State, was on the af of 
Gen. Simon Buckner during the late wai, and 
afterwards upon that of Gen. John C. Breck- 
inridge. Albeit this is his first experience in 
ihe position, he might be to the manner born 
s© far as success is a proof. He knows how 
to keep a hotel. The expression 
is trite, but he is the courteous gen- 
‘tieman that i birth, his family 
and his education would mark him, else what 
hes been said would have remained unsaid. 
The improvements already made, we learn. 
are but the pioncers of others more extended. 
Besides the new building proposed, the one 
already erected and the o'd Calico Row” and 
“Purgatory,’’ familiar to every guest of past 
years, the next season will be vastly in adyance 
of this in all the accommodations that may 
make a summer resort pleasant. The fare now 
is excellent; it g intended to make it admirable. 
The accommodations are now good. 
It is proposed to make them as perfect as 
possible, and it may safely be augured, from 
the evidences now at hand, that with the next 
season the springs will not only recover all 
their olden but will enter upon quite 
a new era of popularity and consequent suc- 
Less.

By some means unkpown Mr. Moss 
lost heavily in this and all other transactions in 
which be engaged, until he finally broke flat, and 
was unable to meet a settlement. The next 
best chance for Mr. Reid to secure the debt was 
to go to Mr. Brown; but Brown, hearing of Moss 
bad luck, thought best to leave the country and 
make California hic future home, which he did, 
and has been there ever since untilafew weeks 
ago. when he concluded to venture back to old 
Kentucky to see bis friends. During last week 
Mr. Reid beard through a friend that Brown was 
at Elizabethtown, and thought it a good chance 
to see bim; so by going to an attorney a bail 
writ was taken out and sent to Elizabethtown, 
upon which Mr. Brown was arrested and placed 
in prison to await his trial. When the sheriff of 
Hardin county accosted Brown on Saturday last, 
for the purpose of arresting him, the prisoner 
asked him for God's sake not to arrest him until 
after sundown, stating that while out West he 
had joined a church that kept Saturday as its 
Sabbath, and for a member of that church to be 
arrested betwoen sunup and sundown on Satur- 
day was a sure guarantee that he would be pun- 
ished in hell. After Ustening patiently to the 
prisoner's plea, the sheriff agreed to stay with 
him until after sundown, but told him that at 
dark he would have to gotojail. The prisoner 
being satiefled with this, sent for watermelons, 
and the two passed away the time by eating 
them. Atthe approach of dusk the sheriff in- 
formed his prisoner that he would have to go, 
but he stubbornly refused, and at last had to be 
forced to jail.

We yesterday met a very prominent member 
of the old Spanish house of Don Leoninus, a 
venerable old seaman, who has been engaged 
for the last twenty-five years in the peas-oyster 
and fishery business, on the west coast, and, 
having amassed.a princely fortune, takes, in our 
opinion, a very sensible view of life, and, with 
his family, is visiting all the principal poinia of 
interest between San Francisco and New York. 

There is something very romantic in the old 
gentle man's history. Cast adrift when very 
young, in fact, born upon the very shores of the 
Pacific, he grew up with an ardent desire to fol- 
low the sea for an existence. In a few years, at- 
ter becoming an adept in the art of diving, he 
would frequently make excursions to the bottom 
of the ocean for oysters, in which the costly and 
elegant pearl were wont to nestle, without any 
other protecting armor than that which was fur- 
bished by nature, and often, while making these 
perilous voyages, was savagely attacked by that 
pirate of the ocean, the blood-thirsty shark, and 
the numerous deep and jagged scars which he 
will always carry bear testimony to the desperate 
nature of these bloody and sanguinary encoun- 
ters. He has been to the bottom of the ocean 
over five thousand times, and very frequently has 
been accompanied by his wife and children. They 
never yet have used the diving apparatus or the 
bell, end tbink such new- -fangied ideas cause 
more deaths in one year than would occur in a 
life-time with the armor that nature furnishes 
them. His wile and children have accompanied 
bim so often in his diving excursions that they 
are nearly as proficient as himself in searching 
for the treasures of the deep sea. There is one 
thing very remarkable about this wonderful 
family, aud that is their extraordinary appetite 
tox fresh fish, preferring it at all times to the choic- 
est morsels of meat, end it is said that the old gen- 
tleman will consume several pounds at a single 
meal when right hungry, and the reat of the fam- 
ily are voracious fish-eaters. So long have they 
been isolated from society that they have lost 
the use of the English language entirely, and 
make their wants known through an interpreter 
who accompanies them always. The markets 
are scoured daily in search of the choicest fish, 
and, should their interpreter fail in procuring 
the daily quantity consumed by them, they maf- 
ifest their dissatisfaction in bursts of anger ter- 
rible to witness. The above would seem to savor 
pretty strongly of fish, but if any one has any 
doubts about the truth of the story let him visit 
Old John Robinson's museum, menagerie, cara- 
van, and circus, which will come to Louisville on 
the Mth day of August next, and he will see the 
old monster sea-lion, bis wife and two children, 
and he will be convinced that the above is no 
idle tale of ction, but a truthful representation 
of the sea-lion. 


FIRES IN THE THE COUNTRY. 


Two Residences In in Speneer County 
and the Banter Mills of Shelbyville 
in Ruins. 

Wednesday seems to have been a fatal day for 
fires in the country, as the following will show: 

About three o'cloek, on Wednesday morning, 
the residence of Dr. Isaac McClasky, situated 
between Taylorsville and Chaplin, in Nelson 
county, was fired by an incendiary and totally 
destroyed. The incendiary deliberately threw 
coal oil from a can on the weatherboarding, 
then lighting it, walked away, and, in leaving, 
was closely scrutinized by the Doctor's family, 
who were awakened by the dogs bark- 
ing. The family not realizing the 
damage that had been done them, did not en- 
deavor to quench the flames at first, but in a few 
moments after the man left the fame attracted 
their attention, and they beat a basty retreat 
from the building in their night-clothes, leaving 
everything except a filme sewing machine, which 
was taken into the yard, but afterwards burned 
from the intense heat, Dr. McClasky had just 
completed his residence a few months since, and 
it was considered one of the finest in Spencer 
county. The loss, including building, furniture 
and money, is inthe neighborhood of $20,000, with 
no insurance. 

At noon on We dnesday the residence of Wm. 
Vernon, Eag., in Spencer county, twenty-seven 
miles from this city, on the Taylorsville turnpike, 
took fire in the roof and was totally destroyed. 
The family of Mr. Vernon were absent at the 
time, and be alone occupied the house. Upon 
discovering the fire he used his utmost exertions 
to quench it with water from buckets, but they 
proved of noavail. The house contained eight 
rooms and was elegantly furnished. Loss, $6,000; 
no insurance. 

At Shelbyville, about 11° o’elock on Wednes- 
day night, the Banner Mills, belonging to William 
Beil, Esq., took fire, and continued to burn until 
33g o'clock yestarday morning, then being ecom- 
pletely destroyed. The mills were situated near 
the bridge on the Frankfort pike,and at one 
time the bridge was in imminent danger of 
destroyed. The new steam fire engine of the city 
was brought into requisition and rendered effi- 
cient service by saving the latter structure. The 
loss onthe milis was about 512,000, on which 
there was insurance for $5,000.
